for my matches, | train 
hard and sweat hard, but 
I never forget that style 
is also important,’ says 
Debbie Debutante, who’s 

perhaps the most 
gymnastic of all GLOW 
wrestlers. ‘‘Unless a 

move is graceful, | won’t 

use it, no matter how 
effective it is otherwise. 

There are already too 
many Bad Girls who use 
graceless, crude moves 

and tricks!’’ 

In other words, style is 
almost as important to 
Debbie as winning. ‘“‘If | 
have to win ugly, | don’t 

want to win,’ she 
confesses. 


So far, 


Debbie has been able to 
match stylish and 
graceful maneuvers with 
a winning record. 
Audiences never fail to 
be impressed by her 
backflips off the top 
turnbuckles, her 
cartwheels across the 
ring, her flying leglocks 
and other seemingly 
impossible moves that 
make people turn to 
each other and exclaim, 
“Did you see that? Did 
she really do that?’ 
“‘My dream ultimately is 
to be a world-class 
gymnast,’ Debbie says. 
“That’s why | train for 
several hours every day 
and keep my body 
buffed. | need strength, 
stamina, pin-point 
balance and 
concentration to keep at 
the peak of my 
performance. Ultimately 
I'd like to compete in 
the Olympics.” 
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In the 
meantime, Debbie uses 
her supple body and 
amazing strength to 
subdue her GLOW 
opponents.
